College Improvements 


hy CB than $100,000 has been 

“spent by the College during 
the past two years for remodeling, 
repairing and maintaining the 
physical plant, President Ellis re- 
ported to the Board of Trustees at 
its fall meeting. 


Most notable improvement has 
been made in Founders Hall where 
a new modern lobby and adminis- 
trative office area (see photo- 
graphs) has been completed to 
meet the need for additional office 
space. The rear portion of Foun- 
ders Chapel was subdivided into 
four offices for the Dean of the 
College and the Business Manager 
plus a reception area now known 
as Founders Lobby. At the same 
time, the treasurer’s office was re- 
finished and the President’s office 
was remodeled and decorated. 

A major renovation also took 
place in Science Hall where an

organic chemistry laboratory was 
built and has been in operation. 
Other laboratories were remodel- 
ed, the electrical system was re- 
vamped, a new exhaust was in- 
stalled for the chemistry labora- 
tory and recently a new elevator 
has been placed in operation.

Peak Enrollment 


a spite of a forecast drop in en- 
rollment around the nation, Ju- 
niata moved through its 73rd aca- 
demic year with the largest enroll- 
ment in the history of the college, 
according to figures reported by 
President Ellis at the annual meet- 
ing of the Board of Trustees. 
Actually, the enrollment drop 
did not come in the United States 
and the 1948 total figure shows an 
increase of approximately three 
per cent over 1947, the Office of 
Education has revealed. Hence, 
Juniata was consistent with the 
trend. 
President Ellis reported in mid- 
October as follows: 
Men Women Total 
Resident 324 191 015 
Non-Resident 123 29 148 
Total 447 216 663 
There are 21 part-time students 
and nine non-college music stu- 
dents to add to the 663 total. 
Hence, the over-all Juniata enroll- 
ment was listed as 693. 
Of these totals, 121 are listed as 
seniors who will be coming up for 
graduation in January, June and 


August. There are 251 veterans en-.

Placement Service 


VV CREING toward a place- 

ment service that “clicks” for 
undergraduates—and alumni!!— 
has been a major objective in the 
program of Dean J, Melvin Rhodes 
this year. As Dean of Students, 
Mr. Rhodes also serves as director 
of placement. 

Dean Rhodes launched his pro- 
gram by sending inquiries to more 
than 600 corporations from which 
he requested information about 


employment in their respective 


fields. He was swamped with re- 
plies and not one was discourag- 
ing. 

Actually, “companies are not 
starved for personnel,” the dean 
explained, but the tone of all re- 
plies has been: “we always have 
a place for a good man.” Replies 
and literature from all organiza- 
tions was placed “in the open” in 
the Pennsylvania Room of the Col- 
lege Library. It was available to 
all students. 

This service is not limited to un- 
dergraduates, Dean Rhodes point- 
ed out. “Any alumni desiring to 
make a change may write to our 
office ... we make no promises... 
but we may furnish some leads.”

Acquire Vet's Housing 


UNIATA’S “Village” and “Sher- 

wood Lodge”—housing for vet- 
erans—have become the property 
of the College and the control is 
now completely vested with the 
Board of Trustees.

Honor Stover Kulp 


ape Rev. H. Stover Kulp 718 

one of the pioneer mission- 
aries of the Church of the Brethren 
in Africa, received an honorary 
doctor of divinity degree at Con- 
vocation services opening the col- 
lege year. 

Now on furlough from the mis- 
sion field, the Reverend Mr. Kulp 
is serving as acting general secre- 
tary of the Foreign Mission Com- 
mission for the Church of the 
Brethren in Elgin, Ill. 

As a student at Juniata, Stover 
Kulp distinguished himself on the 
varsity basketball, track and de- 
bate teams. Following his gradu- 
ation in 1918, he served one year 
as pastor of the New Enterprise 
Church of the Brethren. This was 
followed by three years in the 
pastorate of the First Church of 
Philadelphia. 

In 1920, the Reverend Mr. Kulp 
obtained his master of arts degree 
in education at the University of 
Pennsylvania. He has done further 
graduate study at that institution; 
at the Kennedy School of- Mis- 
sions, Conn.; and at the Philadel- 
phia School of Bible. 

Going out in 1922, one of the 
two pioneers to blaze the way for 
a Brethren mission in Africa, the 
Reverend Mr. Kulp has since 
given his efforts to work in the 
Dark Continent. He has been ex- 
ecutive secretary of the African 
Mission, editor of a London per- 
iodical for African villages, and 
has prepared several school books 
in the African language. 

The Kulps returned to United 
States last August. A son, Philip, 
is enrolled as a freshman at 
Juniata this year. 

The Reverend Mr. Kulp was 
presented for degree by President 
Emeritus C. C. Ellis and the de- 
gree was conferred by President 
Calvert N. Ellis.

The Alumni Record 


DIRECTORY of alumni, stu- 
dents, faculty and trustees — 
known by title as-“The Alumni 


-Record” — came off the press last 
fall after more than a year of 


preparation and production. Its 
publication date was officially Oc- 
tober 30, 1948 (Homecoming Day). 


Published by the Alumni Office, 
the directory features an alpha- 
betical list of all students, a class 
list of graduates and a geographi- 
cal list of graduates. The stiff- 
board, cloth bound book contains 
331 pages and serves as a com- 
panion book to “Juniata College 
—The History of Seventy Years 
1876-1946” (Dr. C. C. Ellis). 

In addition, the publication in- 
cludes listings of administrative 
officers, alumni association officers, 
board of trustees, faculty and past 
presidents of the alumni associa- 
tion. 


Planned by Harold B. Brum- 
baugh, alumni secretary, the work 
for the directory was carried out 
primarily by Mr. Brumbaugh, 
Miss Daphne G. Rudy, alumni 
office ‘secretary, Mrs. Sally Smith, 
alumni office assistant, and Mrs. 
Betty White Yoder ’48. Compiling, 
typing, editing, copyreading, 
proofreading was accomplished in 
cooperation with The Evangelical 
Press of Harrisburg, the printers. 


Distribution of the book was a 
major problem after it was print- 
ed. After considering various pos- 
sibilities, it was decided that the 
most expedient way to distribute 
the directory was via parcel post 
C.0.D. Hence, books were mailed 
to 1410 persons who indicated on 
their questionnaires that they 
wished to have a book reserved. 
An additional 90 were printed; a 
few are still available.

HEN a man hikes 13 miles a 

day, five days a week, 50 
weeks per year for 30 years he’s 
done some mansized walking! As 
a matter of fact a stint like that 
adds up to the equivalent of four 
times around the world. 

At 53 Frank “Beany” Leister, 
the man in blue who brings those 
letters from home, has such a rec- 
ord. Its length is signified by the 
two silver stars he wears just 
above the cuffs on his jacket—one 
for 25 years service and the other 
for five additional years. 

But the day-in and day-out 
length of that record has been 
recorded more permanently and 
quite perceptively in Beany Leis- 
ter; in his slow but steady, plod- 
ding pace; in his slightly round 


shoulderedness that has come. 


from toting 25 to 40 pounds on his 
back eight hours every day. And 
if you look closely you will find 
that that mailbag, the weight of 
which the government has kindly 
restricted to 50 pounds, has worn 
a neat notch in Beany’s left 
shoulder. “It’s just the thing for 
keeping the strap securely in 
place,” laughs Beany. 

One thing not noticed by any- 
one except the cobbler and the 
Leister budget is the new set of 
half soles that are required every 
five weeks. But the important 
thing which is noticed is the jovial 
and somewhat teasing way in 
which this mailman goes about 
his work. It all comes through his 
philosophical outlook: “The way 
I look at it, to do this job a fellow 
has to value one word above all 
others—service. That’s the whole 
thing, and anyone who works for 
the government makes a mistake 
if he doesn’t feel his job is based 
on service to others.” 

As for the people Beany serves, 
“they’re wonderful, and with few 
exceptions no one has a better 
route anywhere than I have.” 
Proof of his satisfaction, however, 
is not in that statement as much 
as in this fact: shortly there will

be an opportunity for Beany to 
take a shorter, less strenuous route 
in the business section. But his 
decision is to stick to the College 
Hill route with the same people 
he has come to know through 
daily contacts for the past 30 
years. 

Despite the endurance it takes 
to carry out what he likes to call 
his “mission of good will,” no one 
who has observed Beany in action 
can doubt that he gets a kick out 
of his job. The kids that flock to- 
ward him yelling “Mom, here he 
comes” usually get their hair 
ruffled; the women who call after 
him to take a letter they neglected 
to mail usually have to run after 
him to catch up while he gives 
them that big hearty guffaw; and 
those that tease him with “Where 
have you been all day” will usual- 
ly receive the mailman’s favorite 
curse, “TI’ll see that you get noth- 
ing from now on but bills.” 

Frank Leister started working 
for the post office department as 
a substitute when he was only 18. 
They called him “Little Beany” 
in those days to avoid confusion 
with “Big Beany,” his father. Two 
years later he was answering a

Rosanna’'s Boys 


“Rosanna’s Boys,” the latest . 
book by Joseph W. Yoder NE95, 
AB04, gives to us, who are un- 
familiar with the Amish, a clearer 
picture of the plain folks’ religious 
customs, stern discipline, arduous 
industry and limited social activi- 
ties. All of this is the basis of their 
life and culture. 

To those who have read an earl- 
ier book by Mr. Yoder, “Rosanna 
of the Amish,” the author, in his 
easy style, has put the finishing 
touches on the picture as Rosan- 
na’s boys have grown up. 

The first part of the book deals 
with Big Valley, the forebearers 
of the Amish and their commend- 
able trials. The next section tells 
of the boys growing to manhood 
and relates their various occupa- 
tions. 

In the latter part, Mr. Yoder 
gives a complete picture of him- 
self and his work. The educators 
will be especially interested in his 
description of various Pennsyl- 
vania Teachers Institutes. Any of 
us who have attended one will 
find ourselves reliving certain sit- 
uations and the meeting of old 
friends. 

Musicians will appreciate the 
struggle Mr. Yoder had in pre- 
serving the Amish music and 
especially his problems in making 
the plates for publication. Rhyth- 
mical reminiscences make one 
stop to think of home once more 
and, those who read Pennsylvania 
German, will enjoy the rhyme. 

The entire book has been made 
a great deal more realistic by the 
sketches of George Parsons, a 
senior at the college. There are 
20 full page sketches scattered 
throughout the book. Done in the 
favorite Amish color of blue, the 
jacket scene depicts the Yoder 


family at the gate and deserves 


special praise.

Comments By Dickey 
[“PRESSIONS of an alumnus 
were passed on to undergradu- 
ates at chapel services in late No- » 
vember. when Earl W. Dickey ’27, 
president of the Alumni Associa- 
tion, addressed the student body.

Meteor Mike 


A> a boy, Mike Dzvonar studied 
“how to get strong” and want- 
ed to be an adventurer in foreign 
countries, 


Well, “Meteor Mike,” Juniata’s 
brilliant tailback, has proved this 
season that he not only is strong 
but that he also is an adventurer 
— mostly in the football territory 
of the Indian opponents. 


Dzvonar, from West Aliquippa, 
Pa., paced the Warriors to their 
most successful season since foot- 
ball started here in 1920 and 
copped individual honors in four 
phases of the offensive game. He 
led the Smaltz contingent in in- 
dividual scoring, rushing, forward 
passing and total offense as 
Juniata won four, lost two, and 
tied one. 


The 24-year-old former Navy 
veteran was far ahead of his team- 
mates in total offense with 473 
yards rushing and 284 yards pass- 
ing for a total net gain of 757 
yards. In addition, he recorded 
five touchdowns and placekicked 8 
out of 13 extra points to lead the 
scoring department with 38 points. 


“Now if we just had 11 men 
like Mike Dzvonar,” muses Coach 
Smaltz. Actually, Dzvonar is not 
too shifty and not too fast, accord- 
ing to his coach, “but he is strong, 
with plenty of leg drive; he’s got 
football know-how; and he’s a 
perfectionist.” 


The Slovak lad is a modest fel- 
low and credits his own success to 
the Indian foward wall. “We’re 


all better this year because of the 


line and because of Bill Smaltz,” 
he says. 


Mike was graduated from Ali- 
quippa high school in 1943, spent 
32 months in the Navy, and now is 
a history major at Juniata. He’s 
no longer interested in being an.

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Hail Indian Gridders 


Pep and publicized as 
one of Juniata’s finest all- 
around combinations on the grid- 
iron, the 1948 team recorded four 
victories, one tie, and two defeats 
for a season that stacks up as “the 
best” on a percentage basis. 


Perhaps it depends on how you 
look at it in determining if the 
season actually was Juniata’s 
‘most successful. In 1937 it was five 
victories against three defeats — 
a .625 average. Now in 1948, if one 
figures that a tie works half for 
the win side and half for the los- 
ing side, it was a .643 average. 


No matter how you look at it, 
the College Hill Warriors in 1948, 
under the capable tutoring of Big 
Bill Smaltz, got back into the 
small-college football limelight. 
There have been only four other 
seasons out of the 26 in which the 
Indians have scored four or more 
victories. They were: 1929, won 
five lost four; 1931, won four, lost 
four; 1936, won four, lost four; 
1937, won five, lost three. 


Only once before in the history 
of Juniata football has an Indian 
grid team recorded four succes- 
sive triumphs in a single season. 
That was in 1929 when Juniata 
not only won four but shut out all 
four opponents: Susquehanna 12- 
0; Upsala 12-0; George Washing- 
ton 32-0, and Wagner 12-0. 

In 1948 it was done again. Four 
in a row! On successive Satur- 
days, the Indians defeated Alli- 
ance, Susquehanna, Dickinson and 
Haverford. 

In Mike Dzvonar, Juniata had 
one of the finest running and pass- 
ing backs in the small-college 
competitive field. And in the for- 
ward line, Juniata had seven men 
who held the opposition to an 
average of 96.7 yards per game by 
rushing — just about tops in 
Pennsylvania. And the total de- 
fense yield of 177.3 yards per 
game is also a mark of which to 
be proud, 

All victories were team victor- 
ies. Even Meteor Mike would have
